DELUXE ‘JUNGLE BOOK’ 


wnat Om TANT a BA 


JUNGLE BOOK, the classic full-length comic book 
created in 1959 by Harvey Kurtzman, will be pub- 
lished in a deluxe Kitchen Sink Press edition this 
August. 


The new volume will be over 150 pages long and measure 
8% by 10% inches. All the stories will be reproduced full- 
size directly from the original art in Kurtzman’s archives.
